I also might 
have a list including my earlier acquired New Jersey pieces in the vault but do not know. 

You were going to try to figure out where I received the photo negatives and positives of superb examples of New 
Jerseys including virtually all the rare varieties. I have had these for approximately 50 years or more, They are in little 
clear envelopes, but without marking as to the photographer or source. These can wait until you see them but maybe you 
have an idea now.
